The vote was taken up on a motion 
made by Mr. Moon, of Tennessee, de- 
claring it to be the sense of the com* 
mittee that the three territories were 
entitled to statehood and that sub- 
committees be appointed to prepare 
the bills.

IN THE SENATES 


Washington, Peb, 21.—The senate 


met at 11 o'clock today and entered 
upon the consideration of the Philip- 
pine tariff bilh Mr. Bate, of Ten- 
nessee, spoke in opposition to 
the 


bill. 


Mr. Bate, democrat, of Tennessee, 


delivered an extended speech, in 
which he covered 
pretty fully the 


general Philippine question. Pew 
things had occurred in the senate

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WAYNE'S OLD BATTLE FLAG 


HAD ANTHONY'S BAJTNEE NOW 


OWNED IN WABASE. 


Xil-so-quah, Aged Indian Squaw, 


Gives Its History—Was Lost 


for -Many Years. 


The old battle flag carried by Gen. 


Anthony Wayne, better known as 
''Mad Anthony," in his campaigns 
against the Jndfans in the Indian up- 
lisings late in tihe eighteenth cen- 
tury, is now owned by Dr. G. P. 
Moore, of Wabash, says the Plain 
Dealer* 


A partial history of the flag is all 


that ha& «ver been ascertainable un- 
til last week, when a complete his* 
tory of it was gleaned from Kil-so- 
quaw, the Indian squaw who figured 
as a prominent party in, the Iloche vs. 
Revarre land title case, which was 
tiled in the local courts. The pres- 
ent owner of the flag became its 
possessor in 1885, having purchased 
it from an Indian named 'Dickinson, 
since dead, who at that time lived in 
Miami county. The Dickinson, fam- 
ily had been in possession of the flag 
for many years, -having claimed to 
have gotten it from an 
ancestor.

Haltmee in 1704, by an order from 
General Washington, the flag was 
given to an Indian chief named She- 
inock-e-ni&h by General Wayne and 
it was given as an. emblem of peace. 
Shortly after the redskins had pro- 
cured the flag it was given to a rela- 
tive of Kil~sQ-quah and later to her. 
Some time after rthe flag disappeared 
and when an investigation was made 
to determine the whereabouts of the 
relic, the rightful owners were in- 
formed that it had been 
burned. 


Since then Kil-so-quah entertained 
this belief, which was only dispelled 
when she was dhown the time-treas- 
ured relic in the Wabash court room 
a few days ago. She held the flag in 
both hands during .the telling of the 
narrative and as she finished it was 


carefully folded

dimmed *y«* she handed it back to 
its owner and expremd a willing 
desire that he keep it* The flag is 
made from homwrpun, linen and con* 
fldsts of thirteen red, white and blue 
stripes. In an upper corner is the 
name of A. Wayne. Several bullets 
have found their way through the 
banner, as many bullet holes indi* 
cate. 
All linen thread is used in 


the sewing of the stripes. The flag 
measures about four hy five feet and 
is regarded as a very- valuable relic 
of former days by the doctor*

those who are habitual smokers, the 
difference in age is two years, mak- 
ing them two years behind the non- 
users in their studies. But there are 
other losses besides those of progress.
